To the residents of Greenwood, 


Thank you for your support to Tri-Town Rescue this past year. We’ve had a good 
year. The largest improvement is the addition of a new ambulance, 2004 Ford AES 
Trauma Hawk, which will allow for us to provide safe and reliable transportation in an 
emergency. We received a USDA low interest loan for $55,400 and grant for $36,245 to 
pay for the new ambulance. The truck arrived July 21, 2004. That brings our fleet up to 
three, allowing us to house one again in Bryant Pond. We also purchased a Big Boy 
Stretcher than will expand to carry someone up to 650 pounds. Tri-Town appreciates the 
donations from the auxiliary to purchase this stretcher and new pediatric equipment for all 
the ambulances. And the auxiliary purchased GPS units for the Search and Rescue unit. 


Total calls for 2004 were about the same as for 2003. The breakdown by town is 
listed below.

The auxiliary was very busy this past year, with a variety show in March in 
memory of Harlan Abbott and Vern Inman. They raised a lot of eyebrows with the dancing 
potatoes and made a profit of $926.28. A Chinese Auction on Nov. 7 raised $1544.33. 
Anita Hakala and Mina Morgan conduct the booster club drawings twice a year. The 
rescue served French fries at the West Paris Olde Home Days and raised $1172.50. 


One of the unexpected expenses for 2005 requires Tri-Town Rescue to ask the 
townspeople for an increase in the per capita subsidy. We have charged $8.00 per capita 
for seven years, working very hard to hold the line on expenses. This year we are asking 
for an increase to $12.00 per capita. Both PACE and Med-Care are charging Tri-Town 
Rescue each time they provide Advanced Care for the more serious calls. This isn’t a 
charge we can get back with billing the patients that use the service. We anticipate this 
cost to be an additional $15,000 to our budget. We struggled with the budget to find 
another way to pay for this increase, and couldn’t find one. We hope you support us at the 
annual meeting with this increased subsidy. Thank you again for your continued support of 
our rescue service. We feel it’s an honor to provide care to the residents, when it’s needed.
